UP)—The Department of Agricul- 
ture today prepared to prosecute 
52 to 70 unnamed persons and firms 
it accuses of "unfair and fraudu- 
lent dealings" at the Fort Worth 
stockyards. 
A spokesman for the department 
made the allegations at a news con- 
ference here 
yesterday, 
saying 
wholesale violations of the packers 
and stockyards act of 1921 occurred 
over a two-year period from 1947 to 
1949.An "extelslve" Investigation by 
the department cleared the busi- 
ness atmosphere at the stockyards 
and violations have now ceased, W. 
C. Ball said, adding that a great 
majority of firms never participat- 
ed in unfair practices. 
Ball, district supervisor of 
the 
Packers and Stockyards Division 
of the livestock 
branch, depart- 


ment of agriculture, said no crlrril- 
nal 
charges 
would be filed but 


some violators would be filed on in 
federal court and others would be 
given hearings before department 
of agriculture officials. 
He said more persons and firms 


were accused 
of "unauthorized 


speculations" than of any 
other 


offense. 
Here are specific charges as out- 


lined by Ball: 
1. Owners of certain commission 


firms, salesmen and other employ- 
es were found to be speculating in 
shippers' livestock, using fictitious 
names on such basic 
stockyards 


records 
as scale tickets and ac- 


counts of sales to conceal their il- 
legal operations. Regulations un- 
der the packers and stockyards act 
prohibit commission men or their 
employes 
from buying any liive- 
stock for their own accounts out of 
their shippers consignments. (This 


would be an offense for considera- 
tion of the department of justice). 


"2. Certain 
commission 
firms 
knowingly encouraged 
salesmen 


and other employes to speculate, 
hiring such employes at low sala- 
ries with the understanding they 
could supplement their salaries by 
engaging in speculative operations 
at the market." 


This also would be an offense for 


consideration of the department of 
justice and persons convicted 
of 
these first two offenses in federal 
court could be fined. 
The remaining offenses, outlined 


by Ball, would be for consideration

this condition. 


In about one out of a hun- 


dred births such an accident 
occurs. Although the situa- 
tion usually cannot be cured, 
much can be done to make 
;it more bearbale. Help may 
be had from s.ocial agencies 
such-as mental, hygiene clin- 
ics, and groups of parents of 
such children may work to- 
gether in solving their com- 
mon problems. Habits and 
.character can be formed by 
.training, simple skills may 
;be taught, and social ease 
may be inculcated to smooth 
the child's path through life. 
Experts advise against over- 
pn.tection, at the same timej 
advocating 
watchfulness 


lest, anti-social attitudes be 
developed. One point not to 
be overlooked is the 
fact 


that the welfare of the be- 
low-normal i n d i v i d u a l 
should not be considered 
above that of the normal 
members of the family.

ed originally from a picture 
but long since conventional- 
ized until it suggests no ob- 
vious meaning. Even the 
most learned 
man cannot 


read a work by the Chinese 
literary 
masters 
without 


constantly consulting a dic- 
tionary. 


One advantage of this sys- 


tem is tha.t a word-sign 
means the same thing all 
over China, just as the Ar- 
abic, numerals ' are under- 
stood alike all over Europe, 
though the* words for ren- 
dering them are different. 
In its spoken form a Chinese 
symbol might not be intel- 
ligible in the next province, 
where the 
dialect varies. 


This wide diversification -of 
dialects the Communists al- 
so promise to simplify. 


If they unify speech and 


can also devise a simple al- 
phabet to replace the cum- 
bersome script now used, the 
Communists will have ac- 
complished two real 
won- 


ders in China.

far more deeply rooted th^n

question of conflict with Russia, he 
said. 
America's real Interest, ho said, 


Is In the Asiatic people as people; 
It is in protecting their Interests 
and their spirit of 
Independence 
and self development. 


It Is to guard these, he said, that 
the United States wants, to check 
the Communistic menace. 
The secretary warned that the 
United States people and Its gov- 
ernment must avoid "folly or fool- 
ish adventures." 


The 
United 
States, he added, 
must keep its purposes "perfectly 
above board." 


"We must not deflect the right- 
eous anger of the Chinese people 
that must inevitably develop against 
Russia against ourselves," 
By trying to detach the Man-

Acheson swung into hia discus-

tor Taft (R) of Ohio In particular 
—of the administration's Formosa 
policy. 
He referred to Taft only as a 
"distinguished statesman" who had 
said he had no doubt that some 
sincere aid to China sometime ago 
would have resulted in different 
conditions now, and no doubt that 
a small amount of aid now can 
"solve the problem in Formosa." 


Acheson jibed that this states- 
man was a man who switches be 
tween 
a position of some doubt 
and "no doubt." 


Taft addressed the senate yester- 
day on Formosan and Asiatic .poli- 
cy. Taft said, "Formosa is a place 
where a small-amount of aid and 
at very small cost can prevent the 
further spread of Communism."

Declaring that "a Navarro coun- 


ty jury has spoken," the county 
attorney, who with Tarrant au- 
thorities prosecuted the case here 
in July, 1948, asserted that .the ex- 
ecution of Ray will "help to put a 
stop to a current wave of sex 
offenses 
involving little girls." 


Ray was tried here for rape 


after 
a change of venue from

IN EARLY CHRISTIAN CHURCH 


Communal Ownership of Goods Proved 
Impractical—Stewardship, Not Communism 
•—The Christian Ideal—Fellowship in 
Apostolic Days Unparalleled—A Merciful 
Church the World's Only Hope

sons is the statement 
that the 


early Christian church once tried 
the experiment of communism. 


This word "communism" which 


julks so large In the world's con- 
.emporary thought is nothing new. 
iVebster's dictionary defines com- 
munism as "A system of social 
organization in which goods are 
icld In common." St. Luke's defi- 
nition, which is our lesson, re- 
cords that, "the multitude of them 
that believed were their own heart 
ana soul; and not one of them 
said that aught of the things he 
possessed was his own; but they 
lad all things In common.1' 


Then Luke proceeds to narrate 


the 
workings of 
the 
scheme 


amongst 
the newly 
Spirit-filled 


company of the disciples. 
Ere 


long, however, the 
New Testa- 


ment records the fact that 
the 


church In Jerusalem was so im-

Mercy Minus Intelligence. 


Communism 
failed among the 


first Christians, as it has failed 
always wherever it has since been 
tried, 
n modern communism, the 


record 
schisms 


is consistently one 
of 


and disagreements. The 


revolt of Tito, the "purges," the 
successive changes in the Ameri- 
can scene of communism, and the 
seething revolt in every one of 
the countries where communisms Is 
tried, all point to the .oppression 
and Impractlbllity of the system. 


When we seek the reason for 


this continual failure of commun- 
ism, we find it in the divine plan 
for the apotheoiis of personality. 
Society Is not saved by a system, 
but by transformed Individual men 
and women, living up to their 
best possibilities. 
God has made 


men in His own image with the 
divine quality of personality and 
decision. 
He docs not level men 


down to common denominators, 
but lifts them up to. express their 
highest and holiest individual ca- 
pacities. 
God's fatherhood calls 


men to sonship and brotherhood 
which Is a surer method of social 
amelioration 
than 
any 
political 


system ever • devised. 


A Mistake Acknowledged. 


We are not told when the primi- 


tive church broke formally with 
the communistic experiment. Soon 
however, We find the Christians 
dwelling as individuals In their 
own houses, some rich and some 
poor, but all helpful one to anoth- 
er. 
Shortly after the year 100 A. 


D., a ceretain Arlstldes -rrltes to 
the 
Roman 
emperor 
Hadrian 


about the Christians: "They rescue 
the orphan from htm who does 
him violence, and he who has 
gives to him who has not without 
grudging. And if there Is a man 
among them who is poor and 
needy and they have 
not an 


abundance 
of 
necessaries, 
they 


fast for three days that they may 
help the needly with the necessary 
food." 


We can readily see the differ- 


ence between the noble experi- 
ment in human helpfulness made 
by the primitive chureh and polit- 
ical communism enforced by the 
brutality of the police state. The 
former emerges from a Spirit-fill- 
ed church determined to live up 
to Chrst's injunction to love God 
and to love one's fellows; the lat- 
ter arises out of the bitterness of 
class hatred, 
Is atheistic In its 


philosophy, and is put 'Into opera- 
tion by a horrifying ruthlessness. 
Someone has said that there are 
two 
kinds 
of 
communism—one 


which would share its own posses- 
sions with the needy as was the 


case of the first Christians; and 
the other which would take awaj 
the possessions of the rich. The 
former is giving, the latter 
is 


stealing.Facing Heal Facts. 


It is true that the early Christian 


community 
tried 
to 
encase 
its 


spirit of love in" the mold of com- 
munism. But this failed, first be- 
cause It was found not to be as 
practical as free enterprise 
car- 


ried on in a spirit of love, and 
again 
because 
there 
were 
too 


many unworthy people which in 
the end, made the communistic 
enterprise fall. If everyone in the 
world were 100 percent Christian 
communism might be made 
to 


work, although many of us be- 
lieve that even under these clr- 
cuhistances 
free 
enterprise 
car- 


ried on In the spirit of Jesus 
Christ would be better. 


But the world being as It Is, 


communism 'at best is impractical 
and at its worst it degenerates 
into a hideous regime of oppres- 
sion. 
Behind a facade of superficial 


materialistic 
benefits 
looms the 


barbed wire of the concentration 
camp; above 
the 
triumphant 


songs which the communists sing, 
about the Hew world order and a 
classless society are to be heard 
the groans of the 12 million held 
in those concentration camps and 
the millions more who cringe un- 
der the lash. 


Nothing works in the world but 


the Christ-llkc spirit. The church 
seta up as her goal the kingdom 
of God. 
Its 
spirit is outgoing 


love to God in heaven and to. men 
here on earth. This is fairer and 
finer than any conception of so- 
cialism and communism. We shall 
be greatly mistaken if we attempt 
to give religious sanction to eco- 
nomic systems which appear to 
be free but are really tyrannous.
